Yesterday at Garraway's Coffee-house, Mr. Forrest bad his 
first day's sale of the property of his Royal Highness the Duke 
of York.

King of Prussia,—It appears from an article in the Consti-

National Monument of Scotland.—The Bill for the erection of 
this most laudable and interesting object received the royal as- 
sent in the House of Lords on Tuesday night. Itis to be a fac 
simile of the Parthenon of Athens, with a place of worship for 
3,000 persons, including his Majesty’s forces (sailors and soldi- 
ers) stationed in and about Edinburgh, The city of Edinburgh 
have granted a site on the Calton hill for this noble edifice, and 
his Majesty, who is the patron of the undertaking, has graci- 
oasly condescended to lay the foundation stone on the occasion 
of his visit to the ancient capitel of his royal ancestors.— 
Scotsman Aug. 10. 

North Crey, August 16.—An alteration bas been made with 
respect to the funeral since yesterday.

The body will be removed in a private hearse, in the night of 
Monday, to the house in St. James’s-square, and from thence the 
funeral procession will set forward for Westminster Abbey at 
eight o’clock on Taesday morning.

harbour. The streets being very narrow, I have been obliged 
to step over mang lying ia that state daily.”—Durham County 
Advertiser. 

The Committee of the Society for assisting the Greeks in 
Germany have published, in the Swasian Mencvay, a sort of 
address, alleding generally to what they have already done, and 
calling on the public to enable them to continue their exertions. 
They say that their efforts have not been without success, and 
that they have iaspired the Greeks with the warmest gratitude ; 
and they express a hope, that now, when the prospects of that 
nation have become more favourable, they will receive the aid 
of those who formerly doubted the possibility of success. 


Act of Grace.—We would fain bope that, through the bene- 
volent exertions of the different Burgh Magistracies an Scotland, 
the benefit of this act will be obtained, if not more speedily, at 
mueh less expecet.

“ Hernovus Faauo.—A sidgular discovery is reported to have 
been recently made in Glasgew. A servant man, who had lived 
for many years in the family of a Mr. S. of that city, beard a re- 
port a long time ago that a near relation of bis bad died in the 
East Ladies, and left a considerable fortune to him. He made va- 
rious inquiries to ascertaiu the fact, but without success. Among 
ethers, be applied to bis master, requesting, that be would en- 
deavour to obtain the information wanted. The master promised 
to do so, but, after a long delay and various evasions, be at last 
told the servant that all bis exertions bad been fruitless, and 
that there seemed to be no truth ia the report. Here the matter 
rested for a considerable time. Some months ago, however, the 
servant happening to be in company with a Methodist minister, 
mentioned the circumstance to him. The latter andertook to 
write to a friend in London to inquire respecting the affair. He 
accordingly did so, and in afew days reccived an answer, ac- 
qvainting him that the gentieman about whom be inqaired had 
died in India many years ago; and that it was fully sixteen 
years since the money he left, about 20,000/. bad been peid over 
to Mr. 8.0f Glasgow, on behalf of a relation of the deceased, 
who thea lived in his family. Upon receipt of this intelligence, 
proper steps were immediately taken to bring the master to ac- 
count, but we are sorry to add that our report states. there is lit- 
tle probability of much of the money being recoyered, as he bad 
given a considerable dowry to a daughter, and lived expensive- 
ly. The necessary steps of law are, however, in progress.” 


Mr, Jeffrey opened the case, on the part of Mr. Stewart. 
The nature of the case, he said, would be stated to them in very 
short terms. The paragraph they would fied in the issue was 
the ground of complaint, and it was headed in ecapitals— Heinow 
Freud. The information, thes published to al! the kingdom, was 
admitted’by the defenders to be false, and that the paper publish- 
ed by them was sent in course of business to Glasgow, the place 
of residence of Mr. Stewart.

doomed to. The learned counsel called the attention of the Jury, 
while he read a letter sent tothe editor of the newspaper, calling on 
him to give up the author of it, but with this they would not comply ; 
even after the action had commenced, Mr Stewart offered to 
withdraw the action if the author was given up, but no auswer 
was given, except that they were not obliged to answer toan ac- 
tion in this country, the libel having been printed in Ireland. 

They never would give up the manuscript nor the author, and it 
is evident from this that he is well Anown, and that he is no doubt 
willing to pay all the expences the proprietors of the newspaper 
may be put to: and he now called on the Jary to keep Aim in 
view as the person against whom they were to award damages 
as the calamoiator, for the proprietors of the sewspaper could 
have no interest in the calumny they had been the means of 
diffusing so widely. 


Ia the case of Scarlet (vide Holt’s Reports,) it was found, 
that a party could oot publish any thing but what appeared in 
the issue of the case, and even net then, if it was done with 
intend to hurt the feclings of the party ; even an advoeate in the 
cause cannet publish his speech, as it would be ex parte, if it 
meant to burt. A member of parliament may make his speech, 
but bas no right to print or publish it, especially if any thing of 
a libellous natare appear in it. The case of Mr. Creevy, M, P. 
is well known, where his speech hadnot been done justice to, 
end he sent a correct copy to the printer, to be reprinted ; on 
which it was determined at Nisi Prius, that a member of parlia- 
ment had ao right to publish the speech he had made, when such 
was the tendency of it. This paragraph had sot come under 
the head of Law Intelligence, where Mr Stewart's answer should 
have been given, but appeared in the newspaper as a malicious 
paragraph, and of course was an cx parte statement, although 
true. The statement, that the report was much in circulation before 
it was printed can be no plea in defence. Every man who issues 
a calumny, though he had it from twenty people, is Lirste ron 
THe whote, On the lew of libel,in Bogiand, by Mr. Starkic, a 
person may be freed from the imputation of slander, on bis tel- 
ling openly at the time the person from whom be hadit, that he 
do oot tell it is generally, and that verbally only, as the writing 
and printing of it more heinous. The caso before the Jary was 
of this aature, as it never had been seen in mavuscript or print, 
till it appeared io the Belfast paper in question. 


The facts were then proved by several respectable witnesses : 


Mr. Moncrieff addressed the jary for the defenders, observ- 
ing, bow exaggerated ‘he statement had been made in the intro- 
duction. His clients had admitted being proprietors of the News- 
Letter, and Mr. Allan, one of the defenders, was in Italy, on 
accoant of bis wife's health, at the time libelled. Mr. Mackay 
has been 30 years in the management of a Newspaper, aad this 
is the first offence he ever was charged vith in the course of bis 
business. The jary would keep in mind the process that Adam 


had raised against Mr. 8., demanding the power of attorney that 
bad been entrusted to Mr. 8., to recover money that was left by 
a friend of his in the Bast ladies. 


This story wis commanicated 
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by Mr Kilbee to Mr. Mackay in Belfast, and hence arose the pa- 
ragreph, though Mr Mackay did sot know who Mr 8. was. If 
it had wot been for the process before the magistrates, no person 
could know that it alluded to Mr Stewart. Oo Mr. Mackay re- 
ceiving the letter from Messrs King and Campbell, he answered 
it by ex the utmost contrition, as it was a paragraph 
that had been io the barry of business, and that in bis next 
paper he would contradict it, was the ease in the paper of 
the 4th of Pebruary; and the process before the Magistrates was 
not over till the 11th, It appears Mr.8.’s idea was to make « 
pecuniary job of it, as the author was offered to be given up. A 
geutioman waited on Mr.S. five days before the action com- 
menoed, to offer any compensation he wished, on the part of Mr. 
Allau and Mr, Mackay, and that Mr. Kilbee, residing in Ireland, 
was named as the author. This case was that of a paragraph in- 
Serted in a newspaper, consisting of a great deal of miscellaneous 
matter, while the editor cannot at the time have legal evidence 
for the fact. From the usefulness of these publications, and 
from the rapidity with whieh they are made up, errors may creep 
in; but it behoves to be made oat that malice was intended, and 
here the Jury must see that the editor is not liable in da- 
mages, when he offers to make instant reparation for the acci- 
dent. The Jury must have sufficient evidence that malice 
dictated the editor to publish the paragraph ia question, be- 
forethey can award damages, Iathe case of the King a- 
gainst Wright, before the King’s Bench, Jadge Lawrence ad- 
mitted that it was proper that proceedings in Court should be 
published ; and in this country, over every other, when the 
Judges, the Jury, and the witoesses knew their trac worth, aod 
acted with candour, it was necessary these proceedings should 
be known for general information—not so in other countries, 
where legal proceedings are carried on in a dark and disguised 
shape. Let any gentleman goto the said coffec-room, and he 
would see in every paper the reports of proceedings of the same 
nature, from all the Courts of the kingdom; and were it not for 
newspapers, mach useful information would be entirely lost to 
the great balk of the people, in this enlightened country. It was 
stated, on the part of the prosecution, that this was a matter of 
reparation, and the Jary would only have to allow suoh damage 
as the pursner bad proved he had sustained, It would never 
have been applied to Mr Stewart, had the process not been in 
dependence, which might tarn their thoughts to him, Adam's 
application stated that Jobo Adam, masen, parish of Antermony, 
left this country for Bengal in the year 1780, and that an adver- 
t'soment appeared ia the London Gazette, or some other news- 
paper, announcing that several thousands of poweds had been 
left by Adam, and it was to go to bis nearest heirs ; that in the 
year 1701, Mr. 8. gotthe applicant's fatherto draw out a power 
of attorney to enable him to draw the money from the East India 
House, and that he obtained a lerge sum of money thereby. This 
was the ground of the process, and Mr. S. having sworn that he 
had no money nor papers belonging to that subject, he was as- 
soilzied. It mast therefore have been knewn and ciroulated on 
account of this process, as the paragraph appeared and was con- 
tradioted before the process was finished. The learned counsel 
concladed a very long and animated address by calling on the 
Jury to give a verdict for nominal damages only. 


After several witnesses had been examined,

Holyroodheuse.—The area or court in the inside of the qua- 
drangle formed by the Palace is covered with Kensington gravel 
and in the centre is a pedestal sapporting a claster of beaatifal 
lanips, sarmounted by one of a larger size.

About half past one his Roysl 
Highness the Doke of York entered the house, in bis full robes, and took 
his seat on the left of the throue. 


At two o'clock precisely the firing of guns annonnced the arrival of 
the King at the House of Parliament; and immediately afier his y 
passed through the Painted Chamber, preceeded by the Marquis of 
ingham, and attended by Lord Gwydyr and Sir Thomas Tyrwhitt, 
Majesty went on to the robing-room, and about seven minotes efter two 
o'clock, entered the House of Peers, in his royal robes, his erown on his 
head ; and, being seated on the throne, the Gentleman Usher of the Biack 
Rod was directed to command the attendance of the Commons.— Mr. 
Speaker, with several of the Members, the Marquis of Londonderry on 
his left, apd attired in his foll dress robes, soon after came to the bar 
(which bad previoasly been covered with a scarlet embroidered cloth), 
having made his obcisance, he addressed the Sovereign ia the following 
words, distinctly and impressively: —

‘* May it please your Majesty.—We, your M "s faithful Com-

redaction of Five per Cent. Aanuities—one of the greatest financial mea- 
sures that the history of this country can afford, and carried into exere- 
tion with less of difficulty, delay, er embarrassment, than could have 
been anticipated by the most sanguine expectations. And, further, we 
hive made such pow regulations with respect to the introduction of fo- 
reign corn lato the home market, as we hope may relieve the British 
aaah from those inconveniences and losses to which, under the former 

jaw, be might have been subjected. To considering, Sir, the state of 
Ireland, we lost uo time passing such measures as seemed best calenla- 
ted to restore peace and tranquillity (o the disturbed districts. These 
measures, severe as ikey were from the emergency that called for them, 
were enacted but for a very limited period ; aed when the time arrived

Mack exhibited a representation upea paper of the spectrum 
formed by the passage of a sun beam through a triangular prism 
of glass (here one was shewn to the audience) divided inte the 
steven colours: red, orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, and vie- 
let, the first is the least refrangible aod the last most so. There 
are three distinct kinds of rays: 1. The ¢galorifie or heating raya, 
2 The luminous o: calor fic, which produce vision aad colour, 
3. The ing or deoxidizing rays, which have a tendency 
to interfere with the chemical constitution of bodies. The frst 
are the least refranugible and the last the most so. The gredtest 
effects are produced a little beyond the red and violet rays, that 
is to say, on the outside of the spectram, The violet ray is also 
capable of communicatiag polarity to the compass needie. 


Phosphorescent bodies are these which bec ome laminous with- 
out andergoiog combustion, Derbyshire spar and other substances 
emit light whea heated. Soler i are substances which be- 
coave luminous in the dark alter being exposed to the san’s rays. 
A common method of makiag this kind of phosphores is by calein- 
ing sulpbar and oyster shells together. Mr. Mack shewed ao 
boule fell which bad preserved its virtne for wo years. The dia- 
mond also absorbs light ; Light is elicited by picces of quartz and 
some other substances when rubbed together. Soow and the 
eta when agitated emit light, and so docs magnesia whea thrown 
upon sulphuric acid. 


Mr. Mack here mentioned the course he igtended to follew 
with reapect to chemical substances, vis. first by hoticing the 
simple enes and thew the compounds. The Ist class of pondera- 
bie principles consists of the simple surporters of combustion, 
the 2d the ecidifiable and inflammavle, and 30 the metals. 


The simple supporters of compastion are—1. Oxygen—2. 
Chierine —3. Iodine. 


Ist.—Oxygen Gas is insipid, colourless and inodorous, hea- 
vier than air, is very abaodant and easily procured, slightly ab- 
sorbed by water after it has been boiled, supports respiration 
and combastion. Here the mode of collecting gases and the use 
of the apparates were explained, and the different vessels, retorts, 
measures, tubes, ko. shewn.
